Idaho Senator Says U. S. Should Adopt 


Definite Rule "To Cease Interfering 
With These Central American Gov- 
ernments"—Secretary of State Gives 
Assurance American Lives Will Be 
Safeguarded by Nicaraguan Guardia. 


WASHINGTON, April 18—(INS)—Senator Borah, re- 


publican of Idaho, chairman of the senate foreign relations 
committee, today warned the administration that "it should 
not lose sight of the fact that American lives may be in- 
volved" while enforcing its new policy of not guaranteeing 
protection to American lives and property in the interior of 
Nicaragua. 


"We ought to establish a definite 


and permanent policy with refer- 
ence to 
these South American 
countries." he said, "and that def- 
inite policy should be to cease in- 
terferrmg with these Central Amer- 
ican governments" 


He said "it is one thing to pro- 
tect American lives when threat- 
ened and a wholly different thing 
to take possession of a country and 
interfere with the local government 
and undertake to furnish a general 
police force for all those who iidve 
invested." 


Stimson Answers. 


WASHINGTON. April 18— (TJ. P ) 


—Secretary of State Stimson re- 
plied today to critics of the ad- 
ministration's new policy in Nica- 
ragua by giving assurance that 
American lives would be protected, 
even though marines will not be 
sent into the interior.

Xm of Spam, a king deprived o f j 
crown and country, appeared today 
to be having difficulty in finding a 
place of icfuge for himself an'i his 
family. 


Alfonso, Victoria, and their chil- 


dren attended by an elaborate ret- 
inue, occupied twenty-eight rooms 
at the Hotel Meurice at a cost of 
$600 a day. In view of the fact-that 
Alfonso left Spain so hurriedly, that 
he did not even hawp time to col- 
lect a wardrobe, it was reported 
that he was making arrangements 
for an immediate transfer of funds 
from Madrid to London to keep his 
family provided for in exile. 


The plans of the former monarch 


wete admittedly indefinite. The 
Duke of Miranda, Alfonso's spokes- 
man, admitted as much when he 
said it was undecided where the 
family would go if they left Paris: 


Not To Leave Before Monday.' 
"The royal family has not decided 


when they will leave here, tout cer- 
tainly it will not be before Mon- 
day," he said. 


Alfonso made his first public ap- 


pearance today since his arrival in 
Paris when he motored outside the 
capital for several hours this aft- 
ernoon, accompanied by the Duke 
of Miranda and Jose Maria Qum- 
ones de Leon, "former Spanish am- 
bassador to Paris, who resigned 
when Alfonso left Spain. 
The former king went out on a 


raw spring day ori the advice of his 
doctors, who said he was suffering 
from nervousness and loss of appe- 
tite due to his confinement in. the 
hotel. British Report Doubted. 


Meanwhile, there were numerous 


reports that the exiled family had 
been offered places of refuge. One 
rumor that King George of Eng- 
land had invited Alfonso and fam- 
Belgians had offered Afonso the use

IN REVOLUTION 


Methods Used Creditable 


To Any People States 
Nebraska Historian. 


COMMUNISM 
NOT 


BELIEVED DANGER 


Regarded as Restoration 


Of Constitutional 


Government. 


A revolution inspired by intelli- 


gence and planned as an orderly 
change from an unacceptable dic- 
tatorship to a constitutional form 
oL government is the interpretation 
placed on the recent Spanish revo- 
lution by Dr. Fred Morrow Fling, 
professor of European history at 
the University of Nebraska. 


He spent three months in Spain 
last year and has been a close stu- 
dent of Spanish affairs both before 
and since his sojourn there. 


There is no danger of commun- 


ism and abundant hope that the 
new republican leaders of Spain 
•nill guide the country to a new 
constitution upon which a finer 
Spanish nation can be built, in the 
opinion of the university historian. 
His analysis on the Spanish situa- 
tion, filled with Interesting side- 
lights from his own personal ex- 
perience and extensive study of the 
writing of leading Spanish think- 
ers, was given to the Star in an 
interview Saturday. 


Revolt Against Dictatorship. 


The abdication of Alfonso marks 


the first definite step in a move- 
ment which Professor Fling feels 
was getting well under way while 
he was in Spain, the transition 
away from the dictatorship of the 
monarchy. Aside from the differ- 
ences between Catalonia, northeast 
province, and Castile, which has 
dominated Spain, Dr. Fling feels 
the two major problems republican 
Spain must overcome are the re- 
lationship of the Jesuits to the 
government and the lack of sec- 
ondary education. 


"The first thing to emphasize, 


says Dr. Fling, "is that the revolu- 
tion is not the substitution of de- 
mocracy for monarchy. What they 
did was to dispose of the dictator- 
ship Spain has been under since 
1923." Dr. Fling admitted that the 
dictatorship had been modified a, 
year ago but said Spain was still 
under its power. 


"The interesting thing Is the way 


it was done." Dr. Fling pointed out 
that in his close following of po- 
litical events in Spanish papers, 
contacts with writers, editors, pro- 
lessors and others, he found no 
desire to "indulge in any wild revo- 
lution or appeal to force." 


"Instead," he says, "this part of 


the nation desired to bring society 
back to a basis of law and to gov- 
ernment under the control of pub- 
lic opinion by putting the ablest 
men in the saddle to build a finer 
topain " 


Leaders Kept Control. 


The fact trial these leaders didn't

"There were no personal feelings 


against Alfonso. They rather liked 
him but felt they were unable to 
get on with his way of doing 
things." What happened, Dr. Fling 
says, seemed inevitable even before 
he left Spam. "It was only a ques- 
tion of time." The municipal elec- 
tions furnished the turning point. 


Kival Factions Co-operated. 


From a Madrid newspaper fol- 


lowed here by Dr. Fling, he watched 
the progress towards the elections 
He had met the editor while in 
Spain. Working people's oiganiza- 
catmg co-operation with the re- 
tions and socialists were all advo- 
cating co-operation with the re- 
publican movement. There was no 
division of votes where there was 
a republican candidate. 


All the republican interests were 


willing to let the question of the 
kind of government wait until a re- 
publican victory had been achieved 
"It could be called a 'plebiscite'" 
says Dr. Fling. 


"It gave the people control of 
all the cities—that is a j evolution 
in itself." The situation was com- 
pared with that of the French rev- 
olution, which started in the cities 
and "spread to the rural regions In 
contrast with the French revolution 
however. Dr. Fling points out that 
of Spaia has been marked by the 
absence of bloodshed "There has 
been practically no violence. The 
transition has been accomplished 
in a legal way."

The king's ministry, according to 
Dr Fling, recognized the writing on 
the wall and resigned There were 
three choices open to the king: An 
understanding with the republican 
leaders, an appeal to force or abdi- 
cation. 


"The attitude of the king strikes 


me as one good indication of his' 
common sense" With knowledge 
that his army could not be depend- 
ed upon, the situation was clear 
Republican leaders, well organized, 
gave the king an hours notice to 
decide what to do." Accoiding to 
Dr. Fling, a half hour's discussion 
with his resigned minstry resulted 
in his decision. 


"The thing was handled in a gen- 
tlemanly and orderly way.' The 
king was allowed to pack his ef- 
fects and get out. Other members 
of the king's family were also given 
time to pack their effects and get 
away without interference. "Every- 
thing was done in ideal form, show- 
ing they had themselves ^ell under 
control. 


"What the thing means" notes 


Dr. Fling, "is that after seven years 
of dictatorship when law was sus- 
pended in every way. when there 
was an absolute dictatorship and 
neither life nor property was safe, 
during which time the prisons had 
been filled with political prisoners, 
and some of the most distinguished 
men of Spain had gone abroad, 
constitutional government is to be 
restored.

The thing ther 
lave to do now is to get a national 
assembly to establish a republican

"They didn't choose a republic 
as a lesult of fantastical and rad- 
ical ideas, but because they felt 
they couldn't set up a constitu- 
tional monarchy in which the ablest 
men could develop a better Spain." 
Another difficulty was the apparent 
incompetence of Alfonso's sons.

Steel Industry One 
Unsettling Cause.

NEW YORK, April 18—(INS)— 


Even though the most recent reports 
from leading business and industrial 
centers d not show up in a very 
encouraging light, it is becoming 
more and more apparent that the 
continued unsettlcment in security 
pnces is affecting sentiment to a 
greater extent than the backward- 
ness of activity in general 


It is no secret that the trend of 
price movements on the stock ex- 
change, 
which 
incidentally 
has 


pointed downward in nineteen of 
the last twenty-four sessions, has 
caused a feeling of more or less 
uncertainty to pervade important 
banking quarters as regards the 
near-term outlook for business. Just 
as the January-February advance in 
stock prices buoyed up sentiment 
to such an extent that it became 
translated into actual improvement 
in general activity, so conversely 
has the pessimism brought about by 
the curent decline in quotations in- 
fluenced a halting, irregular move- 
ment in industry. 


In reviewing the course of prices 


in the past week, attention is drawn 
to the severe deflation which has 
developed in the so-called mystery 
stocks, whose spectacular advances 
have been due in large measure to 
the aggressive activities of bullish 
groups. 


Wild Fluctuation in Auburn. 


As an illustration, there is Auburn 


Auto, the story of which is told in 
a mere recital of the price range 
in which it fluctuated in this six 
day period as follows: High, 295%, 
low, 
195. close, 203 The net decline 


of this volatile issue for the week 
was 751* points, of which 68 points 
alone were clipped off in the closing 
two sessions of the week.

Ten-Mule Hitches And Tractors 


Used In Plowing Johnston Farm 
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Mules and 
tractor 
power aie 


used side by side on the 920-acre 
farm of Elwell Johnston in Ante- 
lope county, five miles south of 
Orchard, and both 
are proving 


their value as factors in successful 
modern agriculture. 


The accompanying 
photographs 


show a ten-mule team that is be- 
ing worked regularly on this farm 
and a tractor of 10-20 • horsepower 
which supplements their labor. The 
pictures were taken on the same 
day while both outfits were at 
work within a few rods of each 
other. 


Mr. Johnston, who is a former 


representative in the 
legislature 


and now first assistant clerk of 
the Nebraska house, lives on the 
farm and runs it with the help of 
his five sons. During his temporary 
sojourn in Lincoln, the two oldest 
boys are in charge. One of them 
drives the mules and the other 
operates the tractor. Three younger 
boys are in scnool, but help with 
the work during their spare hours. 


Last year the same mules were 


used in two "fivehitch"tearas, each 
drawing two plows. That way it 
took two men to handle them This 
spring, with Mr. Johnston away, 
his sons decided to combine the 
teams and let one man manage 
the ten animals. The experiment 
proved highly successful Four plows 


are drawn by the ten-in-one com- 
bination as easily as five mules 
pulled two plows. 


There are no horses on the 
Johnston place. Twentyfive head 
of mules are kept, including work 
stock and young animals which are 
bought as colts and trained for 
harness. Mules are not only strong- 
er than horses but they work faster 
and consume less feed, says John- 
ston. They also work better in 
large hitches. 


So far this spring, ground has 


been broken for 320 acres of small 
grain and planted corn, by using 
both mules and the tractor. In a 
short time the two outfits will start 
listing 500 acres of corn. After that 
they will continue operations during 
the cultivation and harvesting sea- 
son 


Besides the regular farming oper- 


ations, 
cattle 
feeding, 
dairying, 


hog-raising, and poultry-raising are 
conducted by the Johnston family 
on a large scale. Twenty-five Jer- 
sey cows are milked. The cream is 
sold to the co-operative creamery 
at Orchard, while the skim milk 
is fed to the pigs and chickens. 


From 50 to 100 beef cattle are 


fed and marketed each ^ear. The 
farm produces 200 to 300 hogs and 
about 500 chickens every season, 
with a considerable surplus of eggs 
which help the cash income.

mathe in regard to the introduction ol 
this bill, and the people that asked to 
have this bill Introduced are not of the 
lower class of the city of Lincoln, but 
will stand as high, II not higher, than 
j oursell 
"In my opinion this letter mas written 


for the effect that it might have on the 
city election. In other words, It was the 
swan song being sung by you 
You made 
the statement at a hearing belore the 
municipal atfairs committee m the senate 
that tnere was little or no 'vice In the 
city of Lincoln. I quite agree with you In 
regard to this, but ironi the Information 
that I get. you should not have credit 
for the condition, as at the time you 
appeared beiore the committee when jou 
stated that you had driven pool hall 
gambling out of the city, less than » week 
before that :ime, complaints were made 
to rn federal authorities and they sent 
a man in here and made an arrest which 
broke up the, gambling in pool hills. While 
they were not airaid of the city authorit- 
ies, tney were afraid of the federal gov- 
ernment, and I understand that since that 
time there has been little or no gambling 
In the pool halls 
Jt is also true, I 
understand, that the slot machines were 
not taken out of the citj until a complaint 
was filed by the attorney general and 
threats made by him that he would start 
proceedings if the city did not clean up.

OOD morning, Mr. Golfer! Are you going to Pioneers

course on the east side? They have been completed and will 
be read}- for play just as early as you care to pit your skill 
against what they have to offer. This is almost everything 
in the old game of hook and slice. Better try your luck. 


Golfers who like to pit their skill against the unknown, 


will find their heart's desire on these new holes. If there is 
a course anywhere in the middlewest that will test the mettle 
of the best in golfland, it is this one. Everything one could 
ask for is there; doglegs, blind shots, roughs, hazards, and 
uphill, down dale hiking enough to wear out two or three or- 
dinary,pairs of legs. 


Is "Sporty" Course, 


So "sporty' 'are the nine holes 
that the tournament committee of 
Antelope Golf club is offering prizes 
for every birdie, eagle, and 
low 


medal score made during the day. 
The prize for the low medal score 
has not been announced, but a golf 
ball will be given for every birdie. 
Each eagle will draw two golf balls. 
The committee in charge is B. E. 
Ellsworth and Tom Risser. 


As though the course itself was 


not difficult enough, naturally, John 
Peterson, groundkeeper for the golf 
club, and who had charge of build- 
ing these nine holes, has made them 
still more difficult by increasing the 
hazards of plav at-the'hole.

Those 
on which this is not true, will find a 
slice going Into the ravines or gul- 
lies In the hills, while a hook is cer- 
tain to carry the ball into the trees 
along the south drive, and possibly 
onto the drive Itself. 


As hard as the course is, however, 
there are those who will brave it 
Sunday morning, in an effort to 
walk away with enough golf balls to 
last them the rest of the summer. 
The members of the committee are 
not worrying any, they said Friday. 
"If they can win on this course they 
will be able to win anywhere,"'they 
declared. 


The players who will attack the 


course is a foursome arranged by 
Joe Carr, president of Antelope Golf 
club. With him will be three "sharp 
shooters" from the 
Shrine club, 


"who have made up their minds that 
they will break par "on this new 
nine." How easy this will be will be 
appreciated when those who have 
played the othre two nines, know 
that the new one is "at least twice 
as hard as the others. Although par 
is the same, 36, the new course is a 
food five shots longer and more dif- 
icult.' " 


S>trfns "Sharp' Shooter*." v 


The Shrine club players who •will 
play with Mr. Carr are Dr. A. P. 
Taylor, Dr. G. T. Warren and Frank 
Deurmeyer. None has even "walked 
over the ground except Mr. Carr, 


and he has not tried it with a club. 


The total yardage of the course is 


3.251. The west course is 2.785, and 
the middle, 2,973. Par on each is 36. 


This new course starts s-nd ends 
at the club house. 


Hole No. 1 is a play of 357 yards 


northeast into the corner of 
the 


park, near Van Corn street. It is » 
dogleg over a deep grassy hollow, in 
front of the green. Here, as on every 
other green, the ground is not per- 
fectly flat, adding to the difficulties 
of keeping the Ball in place once it 
is on the green. Still more difficulty 
will be added because the green is 
made in the shape of a diamond, 
with th point heading into the fair- 
way. I tis a par 4. 


373-Yard Trip. 


The tee on No. 2 hole is hard by 


No. 1 green. This is a 373-yard play 
to the south, parallel with a deep 
ravine on the west, cut by a second 
ravine at about the 200-yard mark. 
It will take a good 250 yards to get 
across this second depression. Not to 
do this means nothing but all kinds 
of trouble. The ground in front of 
the green is exceptionally good. It is 
a par 4 also. The green is square. 


No. 3, however, is where all of 


them will get into trouble. Although 
but 165 yards, this hole has almost 


The 
first 


shot, the full distance being across 
a deep valley. Not only that, there 
are three hogbacks on both sides of 
the valley, meaning that a slice or 
a hook has the player in dire dis- 
tress on the first shot. It is a par. 3. 
To add to the difficulty of negotiat- 
ing this hole, the green has been 
made round. 


To play No. 4 properly, according 


to Ground-keeper Peterson, players 
should have a kiddie kar, or a 
scooter or some other-mode of con- 
veyance to help him over the hills 
hi playing out of the rough he is al- 
most certain to get into, in making 
the two blind shots ahead of him. 
It is a straight shot to the south. 
At no time before the crest of the 
last hill is mounted, is the green in 
sight. When it does come into view 
it is seen nestling in the grass about 
125 yards to the north and east of 
the thirteenth hole, near the lake 
in the middle course. 


Test for the Best. 
! 


In traveling the 560 yards of fair- 


way on this hole, the ability of the 
player will be tested to the limit. So 
also will his endurance. It is a par 5, 
ending on a green the shape--of * 
pear, the small end of which points 
into the fairway. 
The cone shape of the green at 


hole No. 5, and the fact that there

The last nine hole*, those on the east side, are said tc be the "sport iest" in the country, and equal to the best efforts of the very top notch 
players of the nation. It is one of those sets of holes where a playe r is in hot water constantly if he shoots anything but next to perfect 
folf. 


Is a dogleg In the 305 yards to ne- 
gotiate, add nothing to the ease of 
shooting it. Unless care is used in 
making the last shot, the ball is 
likely to fall into a thicket ot plum 
trees. This also will be the case in 
the event of a slice. The thicket, 
however, gives this hole the best 
background of any on the entire 
nine. 


In making this hole the player 


will find the wood shot up hill along 
the first section of the dog leg. Con- 
ditions are reversed on the other 
end. 
Therein lies the danger of the 


hole, the down grade being more 
than likely to cause an overshot 
into the thicket. Five yards either 
way and you are in trouble—and 
plenty of it. It is a par 4, to the 
north. 


Failure Means Rough. 


No. 6 is a 446-yard par 5. Here 


again is something else in the way 
of a green. The first shot must be 
a good 200-yards down a ravine to 
carry a dam. Failure 
means the 
rough, and after a nun all manner 
of trouble 'getting out because of 
water or mud, possibly both. In dry 
weather anything but a 
200-yard 


drive also finds the ball landing In a 
hazard, because of the condition of 
the ground. The grass is not so good. 
Across the dam, however, playing 
conditions are excellent. The grass 
is exceptionally good, and easy to 
play from. 
The green here is in the shape o 


a crescent, the 
points of which 


point d"own the sides of the fairway 
making it necessary to play the hole 
from inside the points. A little to 
either side means a shot from be- 
hind the green. 
From No. 6 the direction turns to 


the southwest, toward the No. i: 
hole of the second course. Thi 
again brings the player in close 
proximity with the lake. It is on this 
hole that a slice goes back into the 
hills, and a hook into the trees, or 
possibly the driveway. It is a par 3 
180 yards, ending at a green that is 
an irregular triangle. Anything bul 
a true shot means trouble of al 
"kinds. 


Last Two Holes. 


No. 8 plays parallel to No. 4. It is 


to the north and 400 yards long 
ending on an oval green across the 
fairway. Instead of playing up hill 
however, the play here is mostly 
down grade ,a condition conducive 
to over-playing the green. Par is 4. 


The play home is a par 4 at 405 


yards. The finishing green is square 
and to the north of the eighteenth 
hole of the first two nines. A ravine 
to the left of the fairway makes the 
play difficult, especially should the 
player hook the ball. A severe dog- 
leg to the right forces a shot across 
a, ravine, while an overshot in ap- 
proaching the green finds the ball 
at the bottom, of the same ravine 
across which the player was com- 
pelled to shoot in going out on No. 2. 


As is the case in the two courses 


already in use, the tees and greens 
of these nine holss are all sand. They 
are built slightly out of line with 
the accompanying- diagram. Because 
of this there may be slight discrep- 
ancies in the distances as shown in 
;he chart, ana the* actual distance 
to be played. 


In Good Condition. 


Although extremely 
rough, 
the 


ground is in exceptionally good con- 
dition. Stones which covered the 


course have been removed 
and 


hauled away. 
Most of them went 


into the construction of the rock 
garden being made by the park de- 
partment nt the southwest corner 
of Twenty-seventh and 
D 
streets. 


Where they were taken out there 
ar bare spots, marrnig somwhat the 
wild beauty of ttfe terrain. 
This, 


however, will be corrected in an- 
other season. 


Because it was necessary to burn 


the dead grass, the Dlack ashes also 
detract some from the appearance 
of the grounds. With the continu- 
ance of warm weather, this 
will 


change and soon the entire course 
will take on a green that will be a 
delight to the eye of the true nature 
lover.

-We cannot put on our good] 
clothes for the prosperity parade1

same time stealing from his de- 
creasing earnings by increased, tax- 
ation.

The western trunk line railroads

3. bureau of roads, 
who stated that roads are more de- 
stroyed by climatic and soil condi- 
tions than they are by anv use that 
is made of them by trie public. " 
Tests with A seven passenger car 
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show that it would be necessary to 
build roads at least approximately 
7 inches thick at the edge and 6' 
inches thick, in the center, no mat- 
ter what type of loads were trans- 
ported. 


If thinner surfaces are built they 


would curl up like tissue paper in 
the rays of the run. They would 
warp. 'The frost heaves would de- 
stroy them. 


Nebraska roads are built 9 inches 


thick on the sides and 6 to 7 inches 
in the center. 


The testimony of Mr. McDonald 


contniued M follows: 


"I think if a fair conclusion based 


on the actual utilization of the 
road by private automobiles arid 
trucks to say, so far as the building 
.of our roads is concerned the rela- 
tive small amount of common car- 
rier usage by trucks or even the 
operation of busses upon our high- 
ways makes very little difference in 
the building of roads. We would be 
building roads just as high and just 
as thick af there were on trucks." 


We must put an end to tax ad- 


vances, direct or indirect, until we 
h»vc sufficient earning power to 
carry the .extra burden. 


We must make the business of 
fanning in Nebraska equally at- 
tractive to the owner and the renter 
before prosperity will be content to 
come around the corner and step 
into the Nebraska sunshine.

NEW YORK, April 18—(UP)— 


The -Rise men of the tongs have 
hidden themselves behind locked 
doors somewhere in the crooked 
streets of New York's Chinatown to 
consider Li Ching Yat's draft of 
the new peace association's consti- 
tution—a'document which may end 
forever the flashes of internecene 
•warfare among the Chinese, of the 
eastern states. 


For on the tenth day of the third 


moon—April 27—the On Leongs and 
the Hip Sings, the tongs whose 
fighting men are most feared, will 
open their national convention in 
New York and it is hoped this will 
mark the arrival of a new era. 


Powerful Backinjr. 


Li Ching Yat's constitution, it is 


learned, has powerful backing. 'It 
pro\-ides, for one thing, that an ad- 
visory committee be formed, of the 
Chinese minister- to the United 
States, the'Chinese consuls of New 
York and Chicago and the presi- 
dent of each Chinese consolidated 
benevolent associauon in the United 
States. 


In the nooks and crannies of 


Mott and Pell street-: todav it was 
said that Li Ching Yafs plans, if 


approved, 'will constitute the great- 
est single stroke for peace that the 
Chinese have ever taken in this 
country. 


Li Ching Yat's peace association 


would serve as omnipotent arbiter 
for all tong disputes and would be 
empowered io 'appeal to the Amer- 
ican police to quell any threatened 
outbreak among the fighting men 
of the two congs. 


Sets Blood Money. 


The constitution sets the blood 


rr.oney to be paid if the fighting 
men are sent out. For the murder 
of a neutral, a tong must pay the 
victim's family S5.000. If the" victim 
is disabled, the family gets $3.000. 
If he is only wounded the tong 
must foot the doctor bills and sub- 
mit to a figure of settlement to be 
determined 
by 
the 
association. 


Every Chinese east of Chicago shall, 
nccording ^o the venerated Lin 
Ching Yat's document, pay $2 a 
year toward the support of the as- 
sociat'.cn and even- member of the

treasury. 


All disputes, of whatever nature, 


must be settled by arbitration.

Governor Bryan has approved H. 


R. 5, the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Gushing and Reed, to 
amend the drivers* license law by 
taking away the personal fee of 25 
cents to the county treasurer on 
permits hereafter issued.

Drake to Believe Commission 


Order Fair to State. 


Although only a brief abstract of 


the recent changes made by the in- 
terstate commerce commission in its 
gram rate reduction order, has been 
received by the state railway com- 
mission, it is believed that the 
changes for the most part will be 
favorable to Nebraska, Commission- 
er Hugh Drake announced Satur- 
day. 


Proportional rate Increases be- 


tween Minneapolis and Duluth and 
Minneapolis and Chicago, Drake be- 
lieves, will favor Nebraska grain 
against North Dakota gram. 
The I. C C. also rescinded its or- 


der forbidding transit privileges on 
manufactured mixed feed. This will 
meet with favor of Nebraska mixed 
feed manufacturers, Drake points 
out.The abstract states that carriers 
will be permitted to give transit 
privileges v/ithin reasonable limita- 
tions pending a general investiga- 
tion of the mixed feed industry over 
the country. 
Commissioner Drake 


says the extent of this limitation is

Boards. 


Constitution 
Calls For 


Ratification By 


Legislature. 


No appointments to 
the 
state 


normal board or to the state game 
and park board have as yet been 
made by Governor Bryan and sub- 
mitted for legislative confirmation. 
Under the laws and constitution of 
Nebraska such" appointments are to 
be placed before the legislature for 
approval when it is in session. 
Two members of 
the 
normal 


board. H. E. Reische of Chadron 
and Fred S. Berry of Wayne, are 
now serving as holdovers, their 6- 
year terms -having 
expired 
last 
January. The former is a democrat 
and a latter a republican. 
The term of one member of the 
game and park board, Guy Spen- 
cer of Omaha, ran out last Jan- 
uary 15. In the absence of an ap- 
pointment by the 
governor 
Mr. 
Spencer continues to act in the 
same capacity as before. 
There is also a vacancy on the 
state capitol commission, due to 
the resignation of Walter W. Head 
last December, which has not been 
filled. This appointment does not 
require legislative confirmation, as 
the other do. 
Refused to Name Secretaries. 
Whether Governor Bryan intends 
to make appointments to these 
positions before the legislature ad- 
journs has not been indicated. In 
the early part of the session he de- 
clined to name secretaries for the 
code departments and ask the legis- 
lature or either branch of it to O. K. 
their selection. An opinion since 
rendered by the attorney general 
held that the governor, as official 
head of the code organization, could 
abolish these positions if he saw fit 
and take over the supervision of de- 
partmental activities himself. 
It is not believed the governor 
entertains any idea of naming code 
secretaries, even though the legis- 
lature has not passed any of his 
bills for departmental reorganiza-\ 
tion He will continue to get along 
with his "chief inspectors," "com- 
missioners" and "directors" it is be- 
lieved, and pay them out of depart- 
mental lump, funds allowed for 
salaries, wages and maintenance. 
Appointments Mandatory. 


As to the normal board and the 


game and park board, however, it 
appears to be mandatory on Gover- 
nor Bryan to appoint their mem- 
bers and lay jthe nominations before 
the legislature for ratification. The 
former body is a constitutional one, 
and the constitution itself says he 
shall do so. The state senate is 
specified as the confirming author- 
ity.The game and park board is a 
creation of the 1929 legislature. The 
law which brought it into existence 
provides that the governor shall 
name one member each year for a 
five-year term, and the terms all 
end on January 15 of successive 
years. That of Mr. Spencer termi- 
nated on this date in 1931. Ap- 
proval by a majority vote of the 
whole legislature, sitting jointly, is 
required for whoever may be named 
as his successor. 


Who Is to Confirm? 
Just who would confirm code sec- 
retaries if they were named is un- 
certain. Three republican gover- 
nors submitted their code appoint- 
ments to the joint session of the 
legislature, in accordance with a 
provision of the constitution relat- 
ing to state offices created by law. 
However, the 
original 
code law 
passed in 1919, before the present 
constitution was adopted, made the 
secretarial appointments subject to 
confirmation by the senate alone. 
Republican critics of Governor 
Bryan in the legislature have given 
no sign that they expect to make 
any demand upon him. for submis- 
sion of normal and game and park 
board appointments before the end 
of the current session.

In that respect 
it is totally different from the prob- 
lem which existed in 1926. 


"In 1926. two armies, consisting 


of two or three thousand men each. 
were fighting in Nicaragua on the 
east coast. Both armies professed 
to be carrying out the rules of war- 
fare and to be protecting neutrals 
and neutral property. So the prob- 
lem of this government was solved 
by ^establishing neutral zones in 
which, by agreement, with both 
armies at that time, hostilities did 
not enter. 
"These neutral zones, as I recall 
it. were established with the consent

There was no organized at- 
tempt to murder private citizens of 
any country. The problem was only 
to protect them from the inevitable 
catastrophies of war.

the next two years; and until there 
is a budget the legislature cannot 
adjourn and go home, unless its 
members want to be called right 
back in special session to make 
good their omission. 


Quitting Time Depends. 


If the senate is fairly expeditious 


in working over and passing the 
bill, so as to get it back to the 
house by about Thursday, there will 
be a fair chance of winding up 
the session on Saturday. Delay in 
the senate to a later time would 
possibly trirow the date of adjourn- 
ment over into the next week. 
There is a lot of other grist to be 
put through the mill in the mean- 
time, especially in the house, whi'-h 
has a long list of measures on its 
.general file and others coming over 
from the senate. But a good deal of 
this material will be thrown away 
as soon as the appropriation tangle 
is straightened out. 
Experienced observers believe the 
house and senate will ultimately 
get together on appropriations. The 
house is expected to accept some of 
the senate's increases but may balk 
on others. The democratic minority, 
which voted almost solidly against 
the passage of H. R. 242 two weeks 
ago and thereby defeated all items 
in it which were in excess of the 
governor's figures, will probably be 
somewhat split up when the next 
test comes. Some of the democrats 
have openly declared in favor .of a 
compromise. 
Most Changes Expected. 


Changes understood to have been 


made by the senate finance com- 
mittee are about what bad been ex- 
pected. It was known that the com- 
mittee would use the house finance 
committee bill as a basis rather 
than* the Bryan budget. After the 
senate 
demonstration last 
week 
when senator after senator pleaded 
the necessity of making adequate 
provisions for unfortunates in state 
institutions, for education, for the 
state fair and for other activities 
which would be practically an- 
nihilated under -the Bryan budget, 
it was a foregone conclusion that 
most of the increased items which 
failed to pass the house would be 
included in the senate committee 
substitute. 
Announcement Saturday that the 
senate 
finance 
committee 
had 
slashed between $300,000 and $400.- 
000 from Jhe house committee's bill 
came somewhat as a surprise al- 
though it was known that come 
compromises such as reductions in 
appropriations for bovine tubercu- 
losis and Ak-Sar-Ben would be 
made. 
Two major changes from 
the 
house program are understood to 
have been made by the senate com- 
mittee. The first is blanket reduc- 
tion of a number of specific items 
such as the tuberculosis work. The 
second is the scaling down of ap- 
propriations for wages in all de- 
partments so as to leave on emerg- 
ency wage fluids. 
This latter would mean that any 
emergency work would have to be 
done by extra hours of regular em- 
ploves or reduction of their salaries 
to hire additional employes. This 
•was understood to have been the 
change which led to reports of a 
projected 10 per cent salary slash 
among state employes. 


Except for elimination of one 


$50.000 item for a dormitory "build- 
ing and equipment at the state 
home for dependent children, the 
building program of the house fi- 
nance committee, all of which was 
in excess of Governor Bryan's rec- 
ommendations, was included. Main- 
tenance for the state fair and the

CHICAGO, Ap-H 18— (UP)— An- 
ton J. Cermak returns to his job as 
Chicago's mayor next week to fact 
a financial situation that threatens 
to rival last year's crisis, when city 
employes went payless for months 
The same tax problems that 
threw America's second largest city 
on the bring of bankruptcy last 
year and sent city employes to loan 
sharks for groceries and rent money 
has developed again and will be the 
first of many problems Cermak will 
tackle when he comes back from his 
vacation in Florida. 
One city payday has been passed 


because the treasury did not have 
sufficient funds in it. Four thou- 
sand civil employes of the school 
board Went without checks pending 
completion of details over the sale 
of tax warrants. Eight thousand 
firemen and police were in the same 
situation. 
Forsee Empty Treasury. 
Tax anticipation warrants, issued 


against taxes that won't be due 
until next year, have been sent to 
Mayor Cermak for his signature 
and are expected back early next 
week. It appeared that funds raised 
from the warrants would take care 
of the overdue payrolls, but by May 
1 officials forsaw that the city- 
treasury probably would be empty 
and another era of "payless pay- 
days" ushered in. 
Efforts of the county to sell tax 
certificates met with failure, both 
here and in New York 
"There seems to be a mutual 
understanding 
between bankers," 
Thomas D. Nash, attorney for the 
county1 treasurer, said, "not to pur- 
chase more warrants until pending 
legislative reform in Springfield is 
passed. New York bankers take the 
attitude that they do not wish to 
interfere with the situation here." 
The dilemma has its roots in the 
cumbersome tax system.

forcing it on to the farmers of Nebraska 
through misrepresentation. They are: 
"1. The veterinarians (who are live 
stock doctors), whose almost entire-mem- 
bership Is on the state's pay-roll en- 
gaged in testing. 


"2. The packers, who are permitted to 
buy the condemned cattle at a salvaged 
price and sell them back to the public 
for beef at the- market price. 
making

registered live stoct who get their healtn 
certificates Ires when otherwise

Among older houses poor or no 
insulation is a frequent cause of 
cold interiors and high fuel bills. 


Many of the older residences were 


constructed only with tarred paper 
as an insulator—decidedly a make- 
shift in. light of modern building 
practice. 


Basically there are two ways to 
insulate a house—with a rigid ma- 
terial or with a flexible material. By 
rigid material is meant tarred paper, 
wall board or similar product. A 
flexible material may be a blanket

He figured everybody who had 


carfare and the price of a ticket 
would want to be part of the crowd 
paying the biggest gate money ever 
paid for a sporting event. He put 
the same thing over, still bigger, at 
Philadelphia and then at Chicago. 


But Chicago was the blow-off. 


Nobody could ever expect to be 
chipping in on a bigger gate than 
that. The big money part of the 
ballyhoo fell flat, and the result 
showed in the next title fight Tex 
ran. 
Tunney and Heeney only 


drew $691,014 when they fought in 
New York.

WAS talking the other day with 
Arthur Clarkson, a Scottish golf 


professional who for years 
has 
been well known on the Pacific 
coast. Naturally, the conversation 
related mostly to golf, and natur- 
ally, too, it soon turned to Carn- 
oustie, where the British open 
championship is to be played this 
spring for the first time. I wonder 
if the vast army of American golf- 
ers realize exactly what this little 
Scottish town, which can be seen 
across the bay from St. Andrews 
has meant to American golf. 


Right off the bat, without any 


records before me, when I am able 
to name the two golfing families 
of Smith and Maiden, it seems to

There is hardly anyway of esti- 
mating what influence has been 
exerted by Alex, Willie and Mac- 
donald Smith, not only in what 
they have done by the marvelous 
manner in which they have clc* 
onstrated the art of golf, but also, 
and more especially, in their sound

comprehensible methods of 


teaching. Alex Smith alone, if he 
had dona nothing more than help 
to develop Jerry Travers and Glen- 
na Collett. would have made an 
outstanding contribution to Ameri- 
can golf.

P COURSE, in Atlanta we are

Milan Had Close Call. 


Schaefer made a bluff to steal 


second with, the iiope that the 
speedy Milan might be able to steal 
home. Milan made a dash for the 
plate, but the White Sox catcher 
grabbed the pitch, snapped 
the 


horsehide' to third and almost 
caught Milan as he was sliding back 
to the sack. 
In the meantime, 


Schaefer loafed along to second and 
was credited with a stolen sack. 


The White Sox pitcher made a 
short wind-up ana pitched to the 
plate. As he did so, Schaefer calm- 
ly jaurted back to first base, add- 
ing a final touch of comedy to the 
whole thing by taking a wild slide 
into the bag, although the catcher, 
petrified, -was holding the ball. 
White Too Spell-bound. 


The spell-bound White Sox catch- 


er continued to held the ball, -while 
the rest of the White Sex loosed 
at .°cr:aefer. then at the plate—and 
then at 
each other. FoV a brief 


cpasm of time, they were as men 
suddenly turned into pillais of salt. 
And the crowd, blinking its eyes 
looked on and saw—and yet couldn't 
Lelieve what it really saw. 


Schaefer, of all the men on the 


field, alone was animated. He got 
;tp dusted his pantalettes, yawned, 
grinned- and stretched his arms 
like a man just coming out of a 
long sleep. 
shot the Ball to Second. 


Finally, one of the White Sox re- 


covered his vocal power. He yelled 
something at the catcher- 
Then 


everybody began to yell and the en- 
tire White Sox team was electri- 
Ued -into action. The second bue- 
man had toe louder, clearer voice. 
The catcher harkened to his wild 
cry and shoi ths ball to the middle 
tag. 


Th(» second baseman cauEht it, 


touched the bag with a flourish— 
and ir.ei- feokcd inquiringly at the 
umpire lor a rul-ie that Schaefer 
was out. The umpire made n-j rul- 
ing. So the second baseman knew 
that something else must be done to 
accomplish ihe finish of Scnaefer, 
\\~icreupon, he fired the ball into 
lirst baseman's hands. 
As he was making the throw. 
Schatfer got into motion, pedalling 
swiftly lor second. The White Sox 
Jirst sacker was fast: at least fast 
enough 4n his own opinion, to out- 
run* "Germany." So. with the ball 
m his hard, he started hotfooting it 
after Germany, and was overtaking 
him when his pursuit was halted by 
a «3mU cry from the catcher. 


Turning to find out what it 
all about. We first aacsman noticed 
that MJ3an, Ihe opportunist, was in 
lull flight—and halfway home- The 
first baseman made a heave to the 
plate. But. too late! 
Milan 
Some safely and when the dart had 
deared. Jt was round that Schaeler 
•was sitting on scconn base, placidly 
lanning himself. 


Crap Hands Dcwn Kalin?. 


The "White Sox raced up to the 
umpire and claimed thet Schaeler 
had been put out bv the .second 
basemen when he <ihc baseman* 
touched Ihe bag. But the umpire 
ruled: 
"\VJisn Schaefir made his orig- 


inal sleal of second, he becwne a 
legal occupant of *econd base. He 
•was out at any lime that he was 
tsifs&i while off that base. Inas- 
much as life was not tagged between 
the time that he 5-sn fcom second 
to first and from first back to sec- 
ond, then, of ccijT**, he was not 
out" 
The maddened Sox. beaten on 
that point of b?«:bal3 law. then 


already on second, his future run- 
ning line was limited to the wide 
open spaces that led from second 
:o home. 


Sox Lost Argument. 


Again, they jost. The umpire 
stated there was no rule that barred 
a player from retreating one base 
if he so desired, and that "running 
out of line" merely meant running 
out of the direct line between bases 
so as to avoid a baseman intent on 
tagging. 
' The play stodd. 
Milan's run 


counted—and 
won 
the 
game. 


Schaefer got the credit for two 
stolen sacks, which really, was un- 
fair to him. He should have been 
accorded three, lor didn't he steal 
secono, then firac—and then to sec- 
ond, agaui? 


Immediately afterward a rule was 
written forbidding players from re- 
treating a base and so Schaefcr's 
feat will go unequalld into etern- 
ity.

After listening to stories of their 


deeds—omissions might be the bet- 
ter word—I was moved to ask some 
of them why they were ever moved 
to take up the game.

"The track team and the 
baseball team would be working out 
in the same gym. Sprinters 
whiz by us, just as -we were in the

Chrysler . Statistician 


Says Business Picture 


More Encouraging. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 18—John 


W. Scovllle, chief statistician of the

Tire Wear. 


Under 
normal conditions the 


tread wear of rear tires should be 
more rapid than that of front tires 
although the difference is not so 
marked with four-wheel as with 
two-wheel brakes.

A Suffestiou tor Spark 
A spark will not ocur if the gap 


of a spark plug is closed entirely 
leaving the current to flow through 
as it would through any continu- 
ous wire. Since a spark is neces- 
sary to 'ignite the fuel, the gap is 
opened just wide enough for the 
high voltage to jump across. If the 
gap is too wide, however, the spark 
will be weakened considerably, or 
it will not jump at all. Therefore 
it is important that this gap be 
kept at the width specified by the 
car manufacturer, usually about 
the thickness of a calling card. It

Coating of Wax Will Preserve 


Body Finish. 


Moisture on the waxed surface of 
an automobile rolls off in large 
drops instead of remaining in a 
steady sheet of dampness. 
The 
spattering of slush and mud as well 
as the customary "traffic film" is 
harmful if It is allowed to reach 
even the most durable finishes. It 
has also been learned that direct 
exposure to sunlight dims the lus- 
ter and glossy surface of the body 
paint, as the ultra-violet rays cause 
a gradual erosion of the finish. 
Just as window glass excludes the 
rays of the sun, so will a hard mir- 
rorlike film of polishing wax pro- 
tect the-car from weathering by 
sunburn. Use a small amount of 
polishing wax on a soft cloth for 
the car after all surface dirt has 
been washed off and this will form 
a tough 
protective 
film which 


wards off water, grit and dust. An 
extra rubbing with a soft, clean 
cloth- after the wax has been al- 
lowed a few minutes to set secures 
a rich burnished sheen, even if the 
original paint job was somewhat 
shabby. 


Checking Oil Level in Crankcaae. 
To obtain an accurate idea of 
the height of the crankcase oil 
supply, the car must be standing 
approximately level, preferably on 
the floor of a building, as finding 
a place in the road, which is level 
in all respects, is very difficult. 
The measurement' is iar from cor- 
rect if a test is taken when the car 
is standing with one s'ide higher 
than the other. Indications of oil 
level, taken with the engine run- 
ning are inaccurate, as consider- 
able oil is then distributed over the 
parts; which otherwise would be in 
the pan, but fortunately readings 
thus taken are on the safe side.

be removed and wiped off before 
being Inserted to receive the wetting 
of oil which is to be taken as the 
Indication of the actual level. If 
this is not done, misleading results 
may be obtained. When cold, thick 
oil is added, a float gage may not 
instantly rise to its correct posi- 
tion, and such gages occasionally 
stick and fail to Indicate. A wire 
should occasionally l>e run through 
an oil petcock to make sure it is 
not obstructed. 


"Breaking In" the New Car. 
It is extremely important that 
the owner of a new car carefully 
read the booklet which comes along 
with the machine. This also applies 
to an experienced operator. Not- 
withstanding the probabilities that 
the modern car can be driven at 
high speed after a few miles of 
loosening up, it Is well to run at 
low speeds for the first 1,000 or 
1,500 miles. Change oil often dur- 
ing the loosenlng-up process. It 
may not be necessary to change oil 
after the first few miles, but it is 
good insurance to throw away the 
initial oil after the first 25 or 30 
miles, then after the first TOO, and 
again before the 500 mile mark; 
after that, at intervals of 500 or 
1000 miles. Take the car into the 
service station often during the 
first 1000 or 1500 miles; then at 
least once a month. Give the engine 
a few seconds warming up before 
making it/pull. Few things hurt an 
engine more than a sudden, speedy 
warm up, with the choke pulled 
out. To preserve the paint job, give 
the new car a polish treatment, so 
that when it is washed the dirt and 
polish will come off instead of the 
!>aint. 


Driving Through Ruin and For- 
Rain and fog obscure the vision 


of drivers and are the cause of a 
high percentage of collisions. Driv- 
ers will do well to maintain as 
clear a view ahead as possible by 
keeping their windshield clean and 
free of moisture and dirt. Keep 
windshield wiper in good condition 
and when driving keep side win- 
dow open at least partially to pre- 
vent mist formation on windshield. 
Tire chains often help in prevent- 
ing skids, but a careful driver is 
the best anti-skidding device. Do 
not throw out the clutch if the 
car starts to skid. Keeping power 
on helps the wheels retain some 
traction and may stop the skidding. 
Keep brakes equalized, drive care- 
fully and skidding will be reduced 
to a minimum. 


Concernlnr the Carburetor. 
When* something goes wrong with 
the engine and there is trouble lo- 
cating the cause, remember one im- 
portant point—leave the carburetor 
for last. Experience has shown that 
the immediate cause of most engine 
trouble is something other than car- 
buretor failure. Yet the first spot 
many drivers, and even motor me- 
chanics, go for is this complicated 
and delicate instrument. The car- 
buretor has been properly adjusted 
at the factory and is so designed 
that it requires very little further 
adjustment, except for winter and 
summer driving, to keep it operat- 
ing properly. Proper adjustment of 
the carburetor is not so hard a job, 
out even that requires knowledge of 
Jie particular make in use. Some 
carburetors have only one point of 
adjustment, others have two, and

TRACE HIGH BLOOD 
PRESSURE TO SPINE 


Kidney N e r v e s Involved,

Construction Activities on Final Wing, of Nebraska Capitol 
^ . 


Just Nine Years After Date of Ground Breaking Ceremonies 


Nine years ago last Wednesday, 


on April 15, 1922, ground was brok- 
en for the Nebraska state capitol. 
Amid impressive ceremonies, at 
which the late Marshall Joffre of 
France was guest of honcr, former 
Governor Samuel R. McKelvie broke 
the sod by plowing a furrow from 
the northeast corner west over the 
capitol grounds The above photo- 


graphs show the incomplete 
west 
wing as it appears with the capitol 
in the last stages of completion. 
The exterior of the wing will 
be 
completed by September, while con- 
tracts call to have the interior com- 
pleted by July, 1932. 
The picture at the top left shows 
a huge block of Indiana limestone, 
weighing several tons, which^ has 
been lifted from, the groundrto the 


mam construction level. This level, 
about forty feet above the ground, 
corresponds to the second and mam 
floor of the capitol building. Every 
stone that has gone into the cap- 
ital during its nine years has been 
numbered for its place in the build- 
ing, and the number for this block 
appears by tfie hook of the derrick. 


Top center shows \\ork on 
the 


window arches which overlook the 


northwest courtyard. 
When this 
photcgraph was taken several days 
ago workmen were almost ready to 
remove the- wooden frames, over 
which the arches are built. 
Top 
nght shows the other side of this 
same piece of construction, but this

arches had not yet been built. 
The lower left picture shows a 


closeup of the window arches taken 
just prior to the removing of the 
wooden frames.

The Barn Swallow 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


The Ohio Bird Book says that "It 


takes six sorts of swallows to make 
an Ohio summer, but we call that 
day spring when the pleasant twit- 
tering of the barn swallow is heard 
in the land." 
Of these six sorts the martins are 


found in city, village and country, 
wherever houses are put up~to in- 
vite them to come and star. They 
are the only members of the swal- 
low family that live about here that 
ore cot called swallows. They are 
the laigest of the family and are 
not easily mistaken for any of the 
others. 
The other five are: tree, eave or 


cliff, bank, rough-winged and bare 
swallows. 
The tree swallows are tiny bluish 
or sreenish black above and white 
underneath. 
All swallows like to 


skim over the water. A place near 
water where they can find holes in 
trees for nesting places is what 
these birds fcke. They usually go a 
h'ttle farther north to nest, but we 
can see thani as they go on their 
wav. 
The eave or cUff swallows like to 
live together in colonies, so just 
certain kinds of places suit them. 
Thev may choose to build their 
mud houses uncer the eaves of a 
la^g bam. The face of a cliff or 
clay bank is where they were most 
often found.

after year *hcy often use the old 
plaster nests again and again. There 
we plenty of them where they are 
found, but **cv are not found in 
plenty of places.

University of .Nebraska Faculty of 332 


Outgrowth of Small Group Chosen in 1871 


It was sixty years ago this month faculty members, there being 46 of 


that tho fi£sfc instructional staff 
for the "University of Nebraska 
was selected. 


A bulletin recently published by 
| the university reprints a quotation 
tellin gthat "the regents. Feb. 7, 
1871 resolved to open the first de- 
partment of the university in the 
fall, and on the fourth of April 
they selected a corps of competent 
and experienced professors, 
and 


fixed the tune of opening Sept. 7, 
1671." 
No mention is made of the num- 
ber of men and women compris- 
ing the "competent and expe- 
rienced" grouo but it is safe to es- 
timate that there were not half as 
.man. chosen then as there are 
-now" annually given Instructional 
fiositlons with the university- The 
latest available figures, represent- 
ing the last fiscal year, show that 
332 full-time members are asso- 
ciated with the instructional force. 


Fivo Grades In Banking. 


There are now five 
different 
grades in professional rank in the 
university. They 'are professors, 
associate professors, assistant pro- 
fessors, instructors, and assistant 
intructors, named in the order of 
theft- rank. Pull professors number 
98, of whom 92 are men and 6 are 
•women. Their average salary is 
$4.209. 
The largest number of teachers 
Js found in the list of instructors, 
who number 111. Sixty-five are 
men while 46 are women, their re- 
muneration averaging J2,120.\Both 
associate and assistant professors 
. constitute the "middle" number of 


the former and 50 of the latter. 
Among the associate professors, 35 
are men and 11 are women, while 
among the assistants 33 are men 
and 17 Women. The average sal- 
aries of the former amount to $3,- 
385; of the latter, $2,772- 
Instructors' Pay Is Low. 


Of the 27 assistant Instructors 18 
are men and 9 -women, with aver- 
age salaries of $1,363. The average 
salary of all the 332 full-time 
members of the instructional force 
for the past fiscal year was $2,945. 
Leaving out of consideration the 
members of the faculty holding full 
professorships, the average salary 
of the 234 others was $2,420.85. 
"Full professorships are usually 
attained on the basis of educational 
preparedness, expenence, teaching 
ability, research work, leadership 
in a chosen field, and publications," 
continues the bulletin. "A man 
holding a full professorship gener» 
ally must have a doctor of philos- 
ophy degree, the attainment of 
which entails seven or eight years 
of university 
high school.

of teaching experience and

recognized as a leader or at least 
a rising man in the profession. X.

thirty-five years of age." 
Near Retirement Agfe. 


Several faculty members are now 
approaching retirement age- One 
professor has been with the. insti- 
tutino since 1889, or forty-one 
years; two since 1891; one. 1892; 


three. 1896; one, 1898; one, 1899; 
and twenty-one from between 1900 
and 1905. One chairman of a de- 
partm»9t is nearly 80 years of age 
and still active. Several others are 
in their 'seventies. 
Despite the large number of 
"pioneers" in the work, however. 
no regular systematic retirement 
plan is in operation at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, the pamphlet 
further states.

the mud cups that held their eggs 
and little ones. 


Both the eave and barn swallows 


use • mud in making their nests. 
Many a trip is taken to the edge of a 
stream of water where a little ball 
of mud is gathered and carried to 
the place where the nes tis being 
biult. The barn swallows plaster 
the nest against th eside of a raf- 
ter or on a cross beam. The inside 
is cup-shaped and lined with feath- 
ers. The eggs are -white, 
dotted 
with reddish brown, 


Both the barn and eave swallows 
are shiny blue black above. The 
forehead of the eave swallow is 
7/hite. The forehead, throat and 
breast of the bam .^wallow is chest- 
nut red- The underparts are white 
washed with tni chestnut. The 
tails of the bam swallows are more 
forked than the tails of any others. 
The outer tail feathers are 
long. 
quite 


Swallows are with us only during 
ihe summer time. They travel in 
large flocks and so far as is known 
they, fly only during the day. The 
winters are spent in South America. 
They come in April and- leave in 
September. They gather in large 
flocks before they leave and dif- 
ferent kinds go together. 


All swallows are birds of the air 
as orioles are birds of the trees and 
robins and sparrows are birds of 
the ground. They have long, strong 
wings, short legs and weak feet. 
They spend so much of their time 
flying and that has "made their 
wings strong. Since so little use 
has been made of their feet these 
have become weak. They perch on 
small branches and wires. 


The food of all swallow* Is alto- 
gether insects which they catch on 
the wing. They have large mouths, 
but short pointed beaks, littcd for 
the way they get their food. Mos- 
quitoes, flies and small moths make 
up most of then- food. They circle 
and twist about in the air catching 
these insects in great numbers es- 
pecially when the large mouted 
baby birds are in the nests waiting 
to be satisfied- The young are fed 
a long time after they seem to be 
large enough to get their own food. 
Even when they fly about with the 
old ones they are seen to come to- 
gether and the old will put a little 
bunch of insects into the young 
ones mouth. They fly over our 
yards and 01 er the fields and pas- 
tures. They catch the insects that 
annoy people and cattlA They" de- 
stroy the moths that hide in the 
grass during the middle of the day, 
and come out in the early evening. 
If there were enough swallows they 
might eat up all the mosquitoes and 
we would not be annoyed when we 
would like to be out of doors in the 
evening

are very friendly birds. Thenfmav 
not be much music in their songs 
and twitterings, but 'the cheerful- 
ness makes up for the lack of music.

Paul B. Whisenand of Harvard, 
chairman of rural clubs and rural 
life, and by Mrs. C. B. Callaway of 
Fairbury, state chairman of con- 
servation. The 
entire group of 
twenty-three pictures is to be dis- 
played at the biennial of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's clubs 
in Washington in May. 
Snow Scene Near Term. 
The awards to the first district 
convention at Nebraska City Tues- 
day and Wednesday were given to a 
snow scene near Peru, a view across 
the Missouri river, and a Peru 
street scene. The second district 
awards at the Springfield conven- 
tion April 10 and 11 included a view 
of sycamore trees, taken In Octo- 
ber, near Omaha, a vista of the 
fisheries at South Bend, and some 
sand pit lakes. 
For the third district. Ibe lodges 
awarded the prizes to a snap shot 
of Lovers' leap, a river snow scene, 
and another view of a high bluff, 
known as Maidens' Leao. This con- 
vention' was held at West Point. 
April 7 and 8. The fourth district 
convention was held In Seward 
March 24 and 25.

a state that was once slightly con- 


sidered in a beauty contest. Sloping 
from the smoother plains of the 
east and south to the near moun- 
tains of the west, Nebraska un- 
doubtedly displays as much versa- 
tility in its charms as does any 
state in the union. For those who 
are inherently prairie-hearted, there 
are spaces of broad outlook, when 


only little rolls that aspire to be 
mighty hills break the smooth line 
of the sky and earth Joining. For 
others, who feel weighed beneath 
the burden of a vista that extendsp 
into eternity, there are the broken 
lands of the buttes of the west and 
the scenic rough lands of the north- 
west. 


Several of these 
photographs 


scarcely seem to belong to Nebras- 
ka. For that reason, this contest of 
the Nebraska federation is quite as 
helpful for us as for the outsiders. 
We may enjoy living m Nebraska, 
but we may be a little loathe to 
publicize its features with only a 
cursory knowledge of its real out- 


door attractiveness. These photo- 
graphs offer ample proof that you 
can have the sort of beauty you 
crave, without going more than a 
few hundred miles from borne.

The canyons near Palisade, which 


look like good homes for the state's 
prarie dog colonies, and Crooked

by those seeking a sand hill alone. 
Of course, Mr. 
Mencken might

there is something rather splendid 
in its fine rural views, whether it 
has a flock of hungry pigs or a 
Maud Muller meadow of hay. 
"Nebraska Mountains," while they 
contain no Mount Everest, are high 
enough to have the name, as they 
rise starkly from their fluting of 
dark pines. This part of the state 


closely resembles the Black Hills 
country of South Dakota. Much of

Nebraska to house the territorial 
government. 
The second capitol building was 
erected In Omaha in 1864-5. It was a 
commodious and ornate structure 
for its day and sat lordly upon a hill 
that has soince been known as Cap- 
itol ^111 It is now occupied by 
Omaha high school For many years, 
after the capital was moved, the old 
capital building, remodeled, was 
used as a high school. The erection 
of the second capitol building, aimed 
to attract the capital forever, failed 
of its principal mission. The battle 
between the South Platte and the 
North, Platte sections grew hot and 
bitter. Nebraska, City was as de- 
termined to have the capital as 
Omaha was to retain it. Nebraska 
City's aid was stronger because the 
South Platte country had a larger 
population and the votes to back up 
the claim of the South Platte to 
have the capital. In the Jong strug- 
gle for the possession of the prize 
niether of the ambitious towns wor. 
"When the territory became a state 
and it became the duty of the leg- 
islatur to locate the state capitol, a 
new site was decided upon. Gover- 
nor David Butler. Secretary of State 
Thomas P. Kennard and Auditor 
John J. Giltespite were commis- 
sioned to locate the capital some- 
where within the boundaries 
of 
Saunders. Butler, Seward and Ian- 
caster counties. On July 28. 1867, 
they chose the present site between 
Salt and AnUope creeks, which was 
then naked prairie— and zcighty 
nude at that. Br srevknas choice of 
the legislature the new capital city 


was to be called Lincoln. And so in 
1867 Bellevue "saw its rival's hopes 
fall- m the dust and Omaha sat 
down in the ashes to mourn the 
loss of its most prized possession. 


With the location of the capital 
city at Lincoln a state house be- 
came an immediate necessity. The 
first state capitol building was 
erected in 18«8. This crude-appear- 
ing structure .standing stark and 
lone on the prairie, was erected at a 
cost of $75,817.59. 


In 188* the demand for a bigger 
and better capitol building was so 
insistent that the legislature acted. 
In that year the second state cap- 
itol was erected at a cost of $600,000. 
It was considered in its day a mas- 
terpiece of caoitol construction. It 
became obsolete when the increasing 
activities of state government out- 
grew it. 


The bill for the new present struc- 
ture was signed Feb. 20, 1919, by 
Governor 
Samuel 
R. McKelvie. 


Ground was broken April 15. 1922. 
The fis*l tifei&k action began in July 
of that year. The design of the new 
building is such that it was built 
around the old one and the old one 
was used until office space in the 
new one was available. Then 
the 
old building was removed piecemeal 


The new building, symbolizing in 


its low walls the substantiality of 
the industries of the state and the 
permanence of its prosperity, and 
expressing in its lofty tower the 
vaunting hopes of its people, is a 
history in stone, relating the pro- 
gress of a state.

SIX bridge bills and two 


private bills introduced 


by Representative Willis G. 
Sears of Omaha in the sev- 
enty-first congress are now 
law. Four public bills and 
fifteen private relief bills he 
introduced failed of passage, 
dying when the congress ad- 
journed. March 4. 


*, 
Bills for bridges across the 


Missouri river at Farnam 
street, Omaha, South Omaha 
and Florence—all in one bill 
a—another at South Omaha, 
another at Omaha, another at 
Florence, and one at O'Hern 
street, South Omaha, and one 
extending the time for be- 
gining 
and 
finishing 
the 


Farnam street and South 
Omaha bridges previously au- 
thorized in the three-bridgp 
bill, were passed. Two of 
these Sears' bridge bills were 
included in an omnibus bridge 
bill. The other four were 
identical with senate bills 
that were enacted. 


A senate bill identical with the 


Sears bill to pay Charles W. Martin 
$3,000 for damages to his land near 
Omaha caused by its use as a bal- 
loon-school site was passed. • 
The other private bill which be- 


came law provided for payment of 
$18765 to Robert H. Strehlow for 
baggage and personal property lost 
while he was in the army during the 
"World war. 


As chairman of one of the house 


representatives elections committees, 
Representative Sears conducted the 
contested election case of Represen- 
tative Harry 
M. Wurzbach, lone 


Texas republican congressman, who 
won the contest he brought against 
Augustus McCloskey, the democrat 
who -was certified as elected and was 
seated when the congress began. 
Flood Bills Held Up. 


Representative Sears's pet project 
for the conservation of the nation's 
water supply, the prevention of 
floods, the development of water 
power, and the provision of a vast 
irrigation system was given several 
hearings before house committees, 


I but neither of the two bills on the 
\ subject was reported- One of these 
iwas referred to the committee on 
,flood control January 31. 1930- The 
jsecond was referred to the commit- 
^tee on agriculture January 28, 1931. 
_ The final hearings were on the billi 
before the agriculture committee. 
I 


Either of these bills would have 
created a -federal boaid of public 
works, consisting of four civil en- 
gineers and three from civil life who 
are not engineers. This board would 
"commence an intensive study of the 
different watersheds, streams, and 
rivers o fthe territory given to its 
jurisdiction, to the end that it may 
know where to construct reservoirs 
for the control of the«waters thereof, 
and how to take advantage of the 
soils thereof for water-conservation 
purposes; and how to apply the im- 
pounded waters for the benefits of 


agriculture and for the purposes of 
flood control,'navigation, agriculture, 
power, and municipal uses and other 
beneficial uses." 


Would Build Works. 


It would then build the dams and 
reservoirs the board found neces- 
sary "for the purposes of controlling 
flood waters thereof, in the aid of 
agriculture, and of aiding the navig- 
able features of the rivers thereof 
and of tempering hot winds originat- 
ing in and crossing the several 


rivers, to develop electrical power, 
and to assist in the propagation of 
fish, bird, and animal life." 
The board, under the bill, would 
have to impound at least 60,000,000 
acre-feet of water. An appropria- 
tion of $750,000.000 would be author- 
ized for the work. 
Urpcs Importance. 


Representative Sears spoke in the 
house on the measure, and his final 
action as a member of congress was 
an extension of remarks in the Con- 
states of the said district, to assistl gressional Record urging the import- 
in the reforestation of streams and ance of the project and assailing 


"the short-sightedness of the great 
ones of our nation in wasting our 
greatest national resources, our run- 
off waters." 


This loss, he said, amounts to bil- 
lions of dollars a year through 
floods, drouths, and soil erosion. He 
attacked the Jadwin plan for flood 
control on the Mississippi river as 
setting up a perpetual flood system, 
throwing the valuable waters into 
the Gulf of Mexico, "when every 
drop is needed for agricultuie and 
those dependent upon it" He con- 
cluded this "extension" with a sug- 


gestion that the republican part 
will lose Its power If it docs no 
conserve the nation's water for th 
benefit of the middlewest. 
Lost Other Bills-

Two groups of oil prospectors who 
are hard at work at widely separated 
points near Lincoln.

And next week, the more preten- 


tious equipment of a group of south- 
ern men will "spud in" just 200 
yards in the rear of the Shrine 
Country club. 


Durham reports that his drill Is 
down 200 feet, and has from, three 
to five hundred more feet to go. De- 
pending on the subterranean struc- 
tures encountered, he is able to go 
down from four to fifteen feet a day. 


At the location back cf the Shrine 
club, over $30,000 in equipment has 
been set up. An 84-foot steel derrick 
was completed Thursday, and most 
of the other materials are in place. 
Ed Scruggs of Oklahoma City, who 
will have charge of the drilling, ex- 
pects to let his dnll bite the ground 
Wednesday. 
This equipment has been built 


heavy enough to go down 10,000 
feet. However, solid granite would 
probably stop operations long be- 
fore that depth could be reached. 
The machinery and derrick ac- 


cording to P. D. Askew, of Tulsa 
one of the backers, are standard 
equipment brought directly from the 
oil fields of Oklahoma and southern 
Kansas. 
Askew also announced plans to 
drill both day and night. The whole 
plant will be illuminated at night

Omaha has 93,308 persons over 10 
years old gainfully employed (al- 
though some of them were unem- 
ployed when the census was taken), 
of whom 67,452, or 63.7 per cent, 
were boys and men and 25,856. or 
235 per cent, were women and girls. 
Of Omaha's total population. 43.6 
per cent were reported as having 
gainful occupations.

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STATE PRIDE AND 


PATRIOTISM. 


Historic shrines ordinarily account for much of the 


development of state pride. They tie present genera- 
tions to the past. They serve as reminders of that 
which has gone before. But not every state and every 
region Is endowed with historic shrines. They are to 
' be found In generous numbers throughout New Eng- 
land, along the Atlantic sea board, and the favored 
-routes through which immigration took place in the 
'west. There Is another powerful means of inculcating 
Istate pride In the judgment of Dr. J. H. McFarland 
•of Pennsylvania, who visited in Lincoln last Thursday. 


"Beautiful buildings are the most 'effective means 


of building state pride and patriotism," Dr. McFar- 
land said. He had Just come from an inspection of 
the new Nebraska cap'itol. "He was enthusiastic in his 
praise of it. It was far ahead of the city in beauty, 
in the Judgment of Dr. McFarland. "Lincoln should 
draft the most capable man in the country for the 
development of a plan for its 
growth, which will 


serve as a fitting background for a building which 
stands alone among the state capltols of the nation." 


That Is one of the'tasks which confronts the peo- 


ple of Lincoln in the Immediate future. Now that the 
capitol Is nearing completion, its striking beauty is 
more apparent. And'yet its full possibilities will not 
be realized until an adequate and proper setting is 
provided." It Is, as Dr. McFarland says, a noble build- 
Ing, fitted in every way to serve as the center of a 
city of exceeding attractiveness. Time will be required 
in order to accomplish the civic center, which has 
taken shadowy form. The important thing at this 
time is that the people-of Lincoln shall give, thought 
to the future. They owe it to the state to provide 
the finest setting for the capitol which can be built. 


* * * 


As a matter of fact there is much in Lincoln and 


in Nebraska to inspire and instill state pride and pa- 
triotism. High elevations encircle the valley which is 
the site of the Nebraska capital. The first view of 
the city is pleasing -and enthralling. It was Lincoln's 
good fortune to be provided with wide, 
straight 


streets. They have much to do with the making or 
the marring of a city. In the choice of trees, in the 
planning of gardens, 'and In the 
construction of 


homes, people of Lincoln revealed the vision necessary 
to provide a beautiful city. 


In an even larger degree, the business men built 


well. The business districts are both attractive and 
impressive. In the retail center, particularly, the 
community boasts of many establishments, housed Jn 
buildings which are a distinct credit to cities double 
and treble the size of Lincoln. It is natural and logi- 
cal that we should have a pride in these fine stores, 
which attract people from many miles. 


There are splendid hotels and fine office buildings. 
Naturally, the people of Nebraska have a pride in 


their capital. In the largest sense, it is symbolical 
of the state. The thousands who annually visit Ne- 
braska have scanty opportunities to see more than a 
very small portion of it. The Impression which they 
carry away Is very largely formed In the capital city. 
In tesa than ten years, it Is practically certain Lincoln' 
will be » community of more than 100,000 people. She 
•will be larger and more prosperous and It Is to be 
hoped, more beautiful • • • 


• We an ft young state and yet there Is so much 
which merits pride and loyalty. Seventy-one years 
ago, there were less than 20,000 people In the terri- 
tory. Today there are more than 1,300,000. We have 
developed *n agriculture which ranks third in the na- 
tion. We have some of the richest farming sections 
In the United States. We are out of debt and grow- 
ing, slowly but consistently. There is a high degree of 
Intelligence, as shown by the fact that Nebraska 
ranks second to freedom from Illiteracy. We have 


. line schools and Imposing churches, splendid cities 


and towns, ample transportation facilities, and a rug- 
ged, thrifty, Industrious, energetic, and courageous 
population. 


We need to develop a state consciousness In Nebras- 


ka. It is that spirit which forces recognition in na- 
tional affairs and the continued lack of it means that 
we shall continue to suffer from discrimination and 
indifference. Independent in our •political thought, 
as ire are, unfettered by the partisanship which is so 
strongly marked in many of the industrial cities, yet 
it has been impossible to utilize this independency to 
the fullest extent in advancing the interests-of Ne- 
braska. The reason is that, as * people, we have nev- 
er given thought to our own interests. In the next 
quarter century, there Win be the opportunities for 
greater state pride and patriotism. 


MR. BURGESS* ANNIVERSARY. 


There is a special significance in Tuesday, April 31, 


;or Thornton L. Burgess. On that day, his six thou- 
sandth bedtime' story will be published. He has not 
nissed a day in the columns of many of America's 
most widely read newspapers, since he created Peter 
Rabbit In 1912. 


A's a pioneer in that field, Mr. Burgess undoubtedly 


will look back upon the work of the last nineteen 
•ears with a great deal of satisfaction. There" are 
ew features running in the newspapers which have 
enjoyed a longer life than the one he conducts. Its 
ongevity is proof of its merit and popularity, for 
newspaper publishers and newspaper (editors are not 
noted for their charity In settling the question as to 
whether a feature shall be continued. It musk be 
nroductive in order to exist. 


The youngsters who coaxed mother or father to 


•ead Peter Babbit to them when It first appeared in 
he press are now grown men and women. Thousands 
of them, no doubt, still have a warm feeling in their 
hearts for Mr. Burgess. Most of us still cherish the 
wondrous tales which beguiled childhood. 
Among 


he books, Tom Sawyer, Huckleberry Finn, Alice In 
Wonderland, and the'Little Women series, endeared 
;hemselves to boys and girls, but they did not pro- 
ride for the little tots who had attained reading age. 
It was to this particular group that Thornton L. Bur- 
gess appealed. For nearly two decades, he has made 
hat hour before Sleepy Land a delightful childhood 
memory. He has, Indeed,- occupied a unique, dis- 
iinguished, and valuable role in the development of 
American home life.

THE MCARAGCA SITUATION. 


The action of the state department in notifying 


American citizens that it will set undertake to pro- 
tect them in the interior of Nicaragua trill undoubt- 
edly meet with tic approval of the great mass of 
people t»f this country. Those "who have gone to Nic- 
aragua In recent years havc been fully aware of the 
conditions prevailing in that republic and they must 
therefore be considered as having assumed the risk 
which accompanied their action. 


The United States has been doing a good job In 


jncarago* In trainra$ a constabulary, which It is to 
be hoped -will in time be able to cope with the ma- 
rauding bandits who style themselves revolutionaries, 
thus sustaining the present goTcrnment, -which is the 
best that the country has known for years and wM 
has the support of practically all of the law abiding 
citizens. We cannot be expected, however, to police 
the state for an interminable period, notwithstand- 
ing the plight in which the recent scries of earth- 
quakes has plunged H. 


Ko nation of any strength or standing -would toler- 


ate the presence of foreign troops upon its soil, and 
our government has Indicated that it proposes In the 
near future to treat Nicaragua just, as 3t woald any 


other power. That means that If our citizens are 
violently dealt with or their property seized or de- 
stroyed the United States will Insist upon full repara- 
tion being made.- If one Is slain hl» estate may re- 
cover damages from the Nlcaraguan government, or 
f hK property Is destroyed or taken unlawfully he 
may collect the value thereof. 


It Is known, however, that the Nicaraguan govern- 


ment Is poverty stricken, and that it would have » 
hard,time In paying damages In case of a wholesale 
massacre or other outrage. It therefore behooves 
;hose who do not care to themselves assume the risk, 
10 stay out of the country until it Is pacified. 


The situation is most unfortunate for the true pa- 


trtots of Nicaragua. People of the United States have 
vast sums invested In that country. Its fruit and 
other Industries are affording employment to great 
numbers of Nicaraguans who are being paid -wages 
;hey never would otherwise have dreamed of and who 
are being eared for wisely and scientifically. The re- 
sponsible people of the country know these things, 
>ut owing to the character of the populace^seem to be 
unable to remedy the situation. 


In the course of time Nicaragua may be able to 


'Xtermtnate the bandits and restore order, but until 
hat time comes there seems to be nothing for Ameri- 
ans to do but to look elsewhere for their bananas 
and hard wood, or gather them in Nicaragua at their 
own risk. 


- AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 


An analysis of a national accounting firm covering 


activities of more than four hundred American cor- 
porations In twenty widely dlversified.branches of in- 
dustry shows that despite 1930's unemployment, de- 
pression and failures, the country's leading Industrial 
corporations made better than B per cent net profit 
ast year on their capital investments. 


What lies back of those profits is a question of 


•undamental importance' to the future life of this na- 
tion. 


If those profits were the result of courageous and 


intelligent planning, of the 
application of sound 


manufacturing practices. Intelligent advertising and 
salesmanship, and constructive mobilizing of Indus- 
;rial forces to furnish valuable services or products, 
It is an-encouraging sign. 


If those profits were the result ot heavy reductions 


in men and women employed, of sharp declines in 
wages and salaries, and of oppressive, "speeding up" 
efficiency measures, it is a sad commentary on the 
future outcome of the Industrial life of this nation. 
It is more than that; it is a vicious example of the 
privileged few maintaining their advantage at the 
expense of the great helpless masses of people. 


This country has applauded and will always applaud 


initiative and energy which makes possible business 
success. It has come to the point where it can no 
longer look-with favor upon the Industrial attitude 
which fails to hold regard for the problems of the 
laboring masses who form the framework of American 
life today. 


Capital Is entitled to a return on its Investment, 


but not at the expense of sending hundreds of thou- 
sands homeless and hungry into the streets of our 
great cities. When depression strikes, capital as well 
as labor, must be prepared to share the break in pros- 
perity. It must be prepared to share that decline, not 
merely in the elimination of high profits b(ut even 
to the extent of falling below what Is normally con- 
sidered a reasonable return. 


It would take an extensive survey to show which of 


the two possibilities lay back of the maintenance of 
more than the reasonable 6 per cent return. The BUT- " 
face figures, however, can well focus attention on a 
fundamental national problem. 


ALFONSO A3 A BUSINESS MAN. 


In connection -with the overthrow of King Alfonso 


of Spain, It is Indicated he and his consort, Queen 
Ena, will escape the fate which befell so many mem- 
bers of royalty in the swift changes which have takea 
place in Europe in the last decade. Alfonso has a 
private fortune sufficient to enable him and his fam- 
ily to live luxuriously and happily. 


Possibly In In anticipation that the rising; republic- 


an sentiment in Spain might force him from his 
throne: possibly because he has ft keen sense of 
frugality, Alfonso began building up the estate of the 
royal family years ago. The royal family was always 
generously supplied with funds. Instead of spendng 
all of his income, however. Alfonso began to invest 
considerable sums in British stocks and bonds. More 
than two years ago he was known to have put |2,- 
500,000 in British Industrial enterprises. Since then, 
it is believed, the amount has been largely increased. 


The deposed king is virtually the only member of 


European royalty who was astute enough to make 
large foreign investments where bis enemies at home 
were helpless to get at them. In Russia, Germany and 
Austria. tJie overturn of government left royalty im- 
poverished. The former kaiser finally succeeded in 
obtaining a settlement of his claims from tne new 
German republic. In Russia everything which be- 
longed to royalty was confiscated. WfaSe the temper 
of the masses in Spain seemed to lean toward a course 
of moderation in establishing a republican form of 
government, Alfonso did not trust to luck to insute 
his financial stability. He was a far better business 
man than most of thttn have been. 


WAR HYSTERIA. 


Some of the problems which confronted public of- 


ficials as a result of w?.r hysteria Is revealed in letters 
•written by the late President Warren Harding, who 
was representing his native state of Onto in th» 
United Slates jcnal£. 


Mr, Haidlng was deeply concerned because the wife 


of a prominent Marion business man was brought un- 
der'the surveillance of government agents during the 
war. Her unpleasant position was charged to small 
town gossip which sought to link her name with Ger- 
man activities. After observation tfce governmental 
representatives •trere satisfied reports were ground- 
less and she was not detained or questioned. She Is 
abJe to look back upon it and smile. 


Unfortunately that was not the case always. In 


misplaced enthusiasm and patriotism. znar.y citizens 
were subjected to cruelty and injustice. It nas been 
an inevitable accompaniment of war which too in- 
frequently is recognized.

slow In Vermont, the prospect for 
a profitable maple sugar season Is 
not good. Snow usually lies on the 
ground as Apriljsegins. This year 
belated storms have made the sug- 
ar bush look wintry. The old way of 
boring Into every tree and collect- 
ing its flow in buckets has been dis- 
placed by the pipe line. 


In Vermont, the bush included in 


1930 no less than 5,778.000 trees. 
The production last year was 1,239,- 
000 pounds of maple sugar. Every 
exile from Vermont holds the maple 
sugar season as a precious memory 
No less than twenty-three states, 
including middle Atlantic 'and the 
central western, have reported sugar 
harvest. Canada has come to the 
front as a source of good maple 
sugar. It is calculated that in east- 
em Canada no less than 60,000,000 
trees are available for tapping 
Quebec produced in one year 11 - 
112,000 pounds of sugar and 1,656,- 
000 gallons of syrup.

Do you think that Communists 


should ta deported? 


To do so might raise their status, 


to that of political martyrs and cor- 
respondingly advance their theories. 
So long as they observe our laws 
which regulate free speech, abstain 
from overt acts and submit their 
ideas to the public mind in a lawful 
way. they are entitled to her pro- 
tected By the constitutional provis- 
ions of our republic. They can make 
no real gains in a country as well 
governed and as economically sound 
as the United States. If, however, 
communists are duly convicted in 
our courts of crimes and are not 
citizens of this country, I would fav- 
or deporting them. 


I do not believe in their theories 
and I detest their undermining in- 
ternational policies. But I have far 
less fear of what they say than I 
have of the temper which would 
silence them. New ideas are always 
disturbing factors, exposing those 
who advocate them to dislike and 
opposition. And when they touch me 
sensitive financial nerve this re- 
sentment is greatly inflamed. 


Few fresh concepts have been in- 


troduced without being labeled se- 
ditious, irreligious and destructive. 
Our present form of government 
was once bitterly denounced as an 
instrument of woe and disaster. But 
time proves out the merit or the 
menace of novel ideas. If they are 
worthwhile they will win support, 
are discussed in the press and from 
the platform and flnall enacted oy 
legislation George Washington was 
called a rebel in 1776.

Nation to Hear Novel 


Broadcast of Army 


Ship Maneuvers. 


CBS Says Five Hours of 


Rehearsal Necessary 
For One on Radio.

NEW YORK, April ia_«war cor- 


respondents" in the air, covering 
the most complicated attack in the 
history of aviation, with 672 army 
planes, v/ill give their graphic stones 
of the "conquest" of New York City 
to a nation-wide audience when the 
battle is staged next month. 
This will be the climax of a week 


of army maneuvers in the sky and 
will come Saturday afternoon, May 
23, the National Broadcasting com- 
pany announces. It will follow a 
night air attack on Friday with the 
spectacle 
of thirty-six bombing 
planes, some with flares, sweeping 
over Governor's island and heading 
north above Manhattan. > 


The main contingent of planes in 
the maneuvers will have flown east 
from Dayton and from that point 
the series of special broadcasts will 
originate. Then, as the largest fly- 
ing fleet ever assembled has left 
Mitchel, Roosevelt, Farmingdale and 
Valley Stream fields, radio listeners 
will hear a running account of each 
step in tho aerial attack. An elab- 


^ orate system of shortwave inter- 
communication between anouncers 
on Manhattan skyscrapers and 
those in the planes will keep each 
of the "correspondents" in minute 
touch with the developments. 
The "conquest" as scheduled will 
be broadcast from 2 to 3:15 o'clock, 
central standard time, over both 
stations WEAP and WJZ linked 
with coast-to-coast facilities for the 
event. 


Much Preparation Necessary. 


Radio listeners at home—enjoy- 
ing night after night, and daytime 
too, smoothly running, entertaining, 
instructive programs—do you have 
any idea of the careful preparations 
which has preceded their delivery 
on the air?...Here are some figures 
just compiled by Bernard Brockter, 
assistant program director of the 
Columbia Broadcasting system: 
Over WABC the programs run an 
average of 17% hours a day. About 
five hours of this is of broadcasts 
\ fron points outside New York, the 
\ other IS1,^ hours originating at the 
\ WABC's studios in New York City. 
Into rehearsals for this 75-hour-a- 
week-of-programs goes 421 hours 
less the 75 hours for delivery 
—or 346 of rehearsal. 
This figure is reached by records 
showing' that WABC's studios are 
occupied 421 hours a week. The 
average is 60 hours daily, including 
Sunday, the total reaching a peak 
Thursdays with 72% hours of studio 
use. Sunday is low, since there are 
several remote pickups, at which 
time the studios are occupied only

STRONGER "EYE" 


FOR TELEVISION 


Radio Supervisor Says 


New Development is 


Revolutionary. 


CHICAGO, April 18—(UP)—Tele- 


vision has been provided for a new 
"eye" 
which can "see" in black 


and white instead of pink and is 
capable of reproducing radio-trans- 
Sitted pictures on screens many 


tnes as large as formerly. The 


"eye" is a television lamp, like all 
other television lamps in general 
appearance, but containing a sec- 
ret combination of gases. It was 
perfected by Warren G. Taylor, 30- 
year-old electrical expert, and 
utilized in the television system 
worked out by U. G. Sanabria, a 
short, chunky youth of 24. 


With" the new lamp, Sanabria re- 
ported 
television 
images 
from 


two to 18 feet square. The pictures 
were brilliant, sharply defined, and 
pleasing to the eye. A federal radio 
supervisor described the process as 
"revolutionary." 
In addition to reproducing black 
and whife images, Sanabria and 
Taylor manipulated the new lamp 
to Reproduce, in turn, pictures in 
brown, green, blue and flesh tints. 
Sanabria, however, has not com- 
bined the colors in one picture, and 
regards such experiments as in an 
embryonic state. 


"Marvelous Development." 


The new lamp also can be used 


for transmission purposes. Its ac- 
tion was described as converting 
images of the televised subject imo 
varying values of electro-magnetic 
energy, and sending them through 
the air or over wires. At the re- 
ceiving end, the process is reversed, 
the energy being changed back into 
light variations corresponding to 
the original and forming the pic-, 
ture on a scree. 
Sanabria's 
demonstration was 
said by Harold Hayes, federal radio 
supervisor for the ninth district, to 
be the "most marvelous develop- 
ment I have yet seen." 
Other ra- 
dio engineers have been highly 
commendatory of the achievement. 
Commercialization of Sanabria's 
system will not make obsolete pres- 
ent radio sets, he said. Television 
is forbidden in the broadcast band 
and in addition, technical reasons 
make it unfeasible to convert an or- 
dinary radio into a sight receiving 
apparatus, he said. To top this, the 
ordinary radio set will have to be 
used to receive sound when tele- 
vision reached popularity in the 
home, he said, in stressing the 
point. 


Reproduces to Any Size. 


Sanabria, who has a workshop on 
Chicago's west side, has worked 
with television lor eight years, al- 
though he is only 24. A scanning 
process for television, radio ampli- 
fication device, and a process for 
electrically 
retouching 
television 


pictures has been invented by him. 
Taylor, just a few years older 
than Sanabria, plans to manufac- 
ture his lamp cheaply. The lamp 
will enable pictures to be reproduced 
to almost any size, whereas other 
televised pictures are reproduced to 
only a few square inches. 
Taylor's lamp is expected to have 
a life of 500 to 1,000 hours.

Television Announced 


A neon tube which reproduces 
television pictures eight by ten 
inches in size has been developed 
by Boston engineers. The tube con- 
tains a plate only two inches square, 
the 
pictures being enlarged by 
means of a suitable viewing glass. 
This announcement, made pre- 
liminary to the radio trade show at 
Chicago in June, at which the de- 
velopment of the tube will be shown, 
together with a new method of 
scanning, comes from short wave 
and television laboratories. Larger 
holes are used in the scanner, let- 
ting through more light for greater 
detail in the picture. Because of the 
large place in the neon tube, a 250 
output tube is required for the re- 
ceiver, the 
entire outfit being

RADIO DIQEST 


Power Set Needs Adjustment. 


The modern set discloses noisy 
receiving conditions to which the 
older set is wholly insensitive. 
When the volume of the modern set 
is adjusted to the same level as that 
customarily provided by the old set 
that the electric receiver is just as 
quiet. This means, simply, that the 
sensitivity of the electric set is ad- 
justed to approximately the same 
level as the maximum available 
from the old set. On the other 
hand, when adjusted to higher 
volume levels or when listening to 
distance not available to the old set, 
the electric receiver may give the 
impression of noisiness. That is be- 
cause the noise actually exists as a 
radio signal. 


Improving Speech Sounds 


in the Set. 


The tone control should be set for 
maximum treble response while lis- 
tening to announcers and lecturers- 
If the tone control is adjusted for 
bass reponse it is likely that speech 
will be a bit "dnimmy" and diffi- 
cult to understand. 
If the audio- 
amphfier and loud speaker of the 
receiver are deficient at high fre- 
quencies, they will fail to reproduce 
those relatively weak and yet im- 
portant sounds in speech. There 
will be left only the vowel sounds to 
which one's imagination must add 
the parts which make for under- 
standability. This is perhaps why it 
is both annoying and tiring to listen 
to speech over a radio whose repro- 
duction is described as "drummy." 


LKe of Tubes. 


No matter what brand of tubes is 
used they will not function satisfac- 
torily and give undistorted recep- 
tion after approximately 1.000 hours 
of use. In the average household 
this means that radio tubes ought 
Ip be changed about every ten 
months or a year if the receiver is 
to give the performance and satis- 
factory reception it is capable of 
delivering. Contrary to popular con- 
ception, tubes do not "blow out" 
The "heart" of a radio tube is the 
delicate unit known as the filament. 
When an electric current passes 
through this filament, electrons are 
"boiled" off. Catered through 
the 
grid and deposited upon the plate, 
in a manner similar to electro plat- 
ing. There comes a time is the life 
of a ^lament -when the electrons 
are "boiled" off less freely and the 
efficiency of a tube is decreased.

Former WOW Announcer Seeks Sell 
Inherited Ranch; Taxes Too High 


A "for sale" sign on a ranch house 


in southern Colorado guides 
the 


hopes and destinies of Ezra Mcln- 
tosh, 23 year old NBC announcer, 
lormerly of WOW, Omaha—and no 
less the hopes and destinies of Miss 
Ruth Wetherell of Omaha, who is 
wearing an engagement ring duly 
purchased by Mclntosh. 
Here are the facts! Mclntosh in- 
herited the ranch in 1930 after the 
death of the last of four bachelor 
uncles. Since then the inheritance, 
consisting of a section of land—360 
acres, measuring a mile square—has 
conspired to keep Mclntosh broke. 
There are too many taxes. 


So the lovelorn Mclntosh is hop- 
ing to sell the ranch and escape the 
taxes, which, in turn, will enable 
him and Miss Wetherell to marry 
without fear of the traditional old 
hungry wolf. 


Someone advised Mclntosh to 
keep the ranch as a summer home 
for his bride-elect but Mclntosh de- 
clared there was another element, 
quite aside from the financial prob- 
lem, which forbade such a plan. For 
forty years the deceased bachelor 
uncles lived alone on the ranch; the 
rustle of a woman's dresses 
was 
never heard over the broad acre- 
age. "It would be a sacrilege," Mc- 
lntosh says smilingly, "to take a 
bride there." 
Plans Walk To Altar. 


Nevertheless, Mclntosh hopes to 
marry in the summer of 1931. 
The youthful announcer came to 
NBC's New York studios in the fall 
of 1930. Nebraska listeners are fam- 
iliar with his voice from WOW, 
where he was chief announcer for 
three years, up to and including last 
summer. 
Mclntosh has been interested in 
radio since his twelfth birthday. At 
that time he obtained a spark trans- 
mitter and then learned the Morse 
continental code. When 15 years old 
he spent $25 for a rotary 
spark 
transmitter and secured an amateur I 


operator's license. One year later 
Mclntosh had a vacuum tube trans- 
mitter, operated on 150 meters, and 
operated the official relay station 
of ARRL, call letters 9CIM, at Om- 
aha. He was engaged in this official- 
amateur capacity for a couple of 
years during which time he made 
the acquaintance of James Platz, 
^resent supervisor of the Chicago 
NBC division. 
Attended Crelghton University. 
At one time in these 
eventful 
amateur days Mclntosh engaged in 
an 
international communication 


contest on shortwave lengths. To 
this day he proudly exhibits cards- 
testifying that he communicated 
with Australia, New Zealand, the 
Philippine Islands, Hawaii, Nicar- 
agua, Guba, Mexico, England, Can-* 
ada and Alaska. 
Mclntosh was educated In 
the 
Omaha public schools. 
Creighton 
university law school and a theo- 
logical seminary. His interest in. 
radio was subjugated by his Inter- 
est in theology early last fall when 
he left WOW to teach and study at 
the Missionary training Institute, 
Nyak, on-the-Hudson. This lasted 
only two and a half months, how- 
ever, after which he 
joined tha 


NBC announcenal staff. 
Was Youngst Announcer. 
When Mclntosh speaks of his Ufa 
he never fails to speak charitably 
of an older brother, who assisted 
him during financial days in high 
school and later secured his first 
radio job as an operator in WOWr 
After Mclntcsh had spent eight 
months in this technical capacity he 
took an announcerial audition. His 
was the youngest voice on the air in 
the mlddlewest during his first year. 


He tells some good stories on 
hunting lions, bears and deer, and 
trapping beavers in the vicinity of 
the inherited ranch. 
It Is located 
about forty miles south of Fagosa 
Springs, Colo. The last of the bach- 
elor uncles who willed the property, 
to Mclntosh was one Ira Hubler.

The celebrated 
young Chicago Civic Ofera Baritone de- 
cided to storm the very freights of the 
concert strongholds. 


With an excellent training, several not- 
able successes In festival singing ana 
with the strong determination of youtn, 
Barre-Hlll directed his steps tov.vis the 
home of the Detroit Symphony orchestra 
and of its renowned director—<MsIp Gaa- 
rllowttsch. An audience with the maes- 
tro came several days later. Patiently ne 
listened to the young singer's reques;. 
But—what public appearances could Mr 
Hill boast of? Even this obstacle failed 
to daunt him.
